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Council Revises Goals at Retreat; 
Public Safety Is First Priority

The Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil has revised its major 
goals for the city after a 
retreat attended by council 
and staff at the Greenbelt 
Marriott hotel Thursday, 
January §0 to Saturday, Feb¬ 
ruary 1. On top of the prior¬ 
ity list are public safety, 
open space and METRO. City 
staff are now developing ac¬ 
tion plans and goal state¬ 
ments for the 11 prioritized 
goal areas established. These 
will be presented at an early 
date to the council for its 
review and revisions. 

At the retreat, council and 
staff, working together identi¬ 
fied 76 issues requiring the city’s 
attention. These issues were then 
grouped into 15 general cate-

gories which were prioritized as 
to their importance, according 
to Mayor Gil Weidenfeld. Eleven 
subjects for goals were included 
in the final list, for which ac¬ 
tion steps are now to be devel¬ 
oped. 

Weidenfeld called the process 
to review and revise the city’s 
goals “a positive and construc¬ 
tive effort on the part of coun¬ 
cil in view of the new city staff 
members and changed economic 
situation. It is important to give 
the new city manager and other 
staff people a better understand¬ 
ing of what the council is think¬ 
ing* It will help the staff in ad¬ 
dressing the budget for the next 
year.” 

City Manager Daniel G. Hobbs 
called the goal setting process 
“an excellent exercise for get¬ 
ting the ball rolling*” Hobbs has 
assigned each of the goals to 
one or more members of the city 
staff to prepare an action plan* 
“You have the challenge and op¬ 
portunity to construct a plan of 
action for what needs to be done 
in Greenbelt to achieve the de¬ 
fined goal.” Once these plans 
are reviewed by Hobbs, they will 
be submitted to council for its 
review. “We will be asking if 
we are on track with their think¬ 
ing,” he commented. 

Public Safety 1 Goal 

The number one issue as a 
goal was public safety. Police 
Chief James R. Craze is to de¬ 
velop the staff action paper for 
this goal. Some sub-issues that 
might be included in the action 
plan are more citizen involve¬ 


ment in crime prevention, al¬ 
ternative police patrols, officer 
friendly community oriented po¬ 
licing, and improved traffic con¬ 
trol. 

Open Space Goals 

Open space issues ranked sec¬ 
ond. Completion and adoption of 
the “Buddy” Attick Park master 
plan was one sub-issue which has 
already been addressed by coun¬ 
cil action at the February 24 
meeting. Other issues were green 
belt issues, developing a trail 
system, redesigning and reno¬ 
vating ball fields, exploring al¬ 
ternatives to expansion of the 
Northway ball fields, construct¬ 
ing Greenbrook Lake at Schrom 
Hills Park, and Sunrise property. 
Recreation Director Harry G* 
Irving is preparing the action 
plan. 

Planning for METRO 
Director of Planning and De¬ 
velopment Celia Wilson is pre¬ 
paring an action plan including 
such issues as having a Green 
Line, impact summit, preserving 
wetlands and sensitive areas next 
to METRO, and development un¬ 
der the Transportation District 
Overlay Zone established for the 
Greenbelt station area. 

Home Rule Issues 
An action plan that will con¬ 
sider annexation, more taxing 
authority for the city, expanded 
municipal autonomy, financial 
stability and what to do if a 
financial crisis develops is being 
drafted by the city manager. 
Code Enforcement Program 
Another issue upon which

More Taxes... Or Less for County 
Is Debated at Citizens’ Meeting

“Prince Georges County: 
Do We Need More Taxes , . , 
or Less?” was the subject of 
the Citizens For GreenbeJt’s 
meeting of February 20. The 
speakers were Reginald 
Dunn, president of the Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt High School 
PTSA and Judy Robinson, 
1st vice president, Prince 
Georges County Civic Fed¬ 
eration. 

Speaking first, Robinson, who 
is chair of the Prince Georges 
Citizens for Tax Reform and 
Term Limitation, said that she 
and Dunn might not have oppos¬ 
ing views on the need for tax 
reform but only on how to fund 
it, Robinson in a brief history of 
taxation in the county, told how 
the enactment of TRIM (Tax Re¬ 
form Initiative Movement) in 
1978 was an attempt to halt the 
increasing of property taxation. 
The fallacy of this, she said was 
that TRIM held the county gov¬ 
ernment to a dollar and cents 
amount of taxation and left no 
room for growth. TRIM was la¬ 


ter amended to allow for some 
growth in the budget. 

The important thing is to con¬ 
trol property taxes, said Robin¬ 
son, People and business are 
being driven out of the county 
because of the fact that taxes 
have doubled and incomes have 
not, she maintained. 

Robinson affirmed the necessity 
for a good educational system 
and basic services, but they must 
be affordable, she insisted, 

Dunn 

Dunn, vice president of OAO 
Corporation, a corporation which 
he said was a good neighbor, 
proposed raising funds for a 
world class school system. “We 
can’t have a viable, vibrant com¬ 
munity without good schools and 
businesses,” he said* At present 
the school system is not one to 
be proud of, he lamented. “The 
third wealthiest county in the 
fifth wealthiest state” can afford 
to educate its children, he main¬ 
tained. 

Dunn reported that at Roose¬ 
velt there were no funds for text¬ 
books, paper, wood, chemicals 
and other materials for teachers. 


“County youth will have to com¬ 
pete with youth from other 
countries and need a first class 
education,” he said. “Some stu¬ 
dents today don’t know how to 
read, and they don’t have proper 
textbooks and library books.” 

“This is our respnosibility as 
citizens,” he affirmed, “whether 
or not we have children in the 
school system.” Today Maryland 
ranks 44th in terms of commit¬ 
ment to education, he added. “In¬ 
vesting in our students is invest¬ 
ing in our future-” “We are 
shortchanging our young people 
and ourselves.” Dunn advocated 
dedicating an increasing portion 
of revenue to schools. 

Robinson responded that she 
did not favor any dedicated tax. 
She felt that the school system 
did not always use its money in 
the best way. She said that the 
school system’s five regional of¬ 
fices were not necessary; and 
busing should be reexamined. 
She felt the students were be- 
being shortchanged. 

Dunn pointed out that the 
county spent $3.21 per pupil on

Video Store Construction 


Changes Roosevelt Center

Roosevelt Center, the original neighborhood shopping 
center for the Greenbelt planned community, is once again 
changing in its appearance as work nears completion for a 
new video store behind Mellon Bank. This area had been 
a loading dock and storage area for the commercial build¬ 
ing, most recently used when the Greenbelt Post Office was 
located there. With the post office having been replaced by 
the Greenbelt Credit Union and what is now Mellon Bank, 
the rear area has been left unused. 


Begun some time ago, work 
was halted because the remod¬ 
eling plans had not been ap¬ 
proved by the city, as was re¬ 
quired by an agreement which 
the building owners, George and 
Lisa Christacos, had entered into 
with the city at an earlier date. 
According to Director of Plan¬ 
ning and Development Celia Wil¬ 
son, the city was concerned that 
the new work be consistent with 
the architecture of the building 
and that appropriate exterior 
work be done relating to the 
loading dock, sidewalk and land¬ 
scaping between the building and 
the Greenbelt Professional Cen¬ 
ter. 

The asphalt sidewalk between 
the stairway to the parking lot 
and the center mall is to be 
replaced with a concrete walk. 
The forsythia bushes and chtin 
link fence will be removed and 
the area adjjacent to the side¬ 
walk re-landscaped with the in¬ 
tent of providing a more attrac¬ 
tive vista for the store entrances. 
The work will be done by the 
city, but the cost will be in¬ 


cluded in the bond issue for 
Roosevelt Center improvements 
for Which the Christacoses have 
agreed to pay off the debt. 

Two new entrances to the 
building have been constructed 
from the adjacent sidewalk. 
While it is planned that the 
video store will utilize the entire 
1,565 square feet of newly cre¬ 
ated store space, it would oe 
possible to subdivide the area 
into two stores. At this time the 
building exterior work is sub¬ 
stantially complete, but a fair 
amount of interior finish work 
is still to be done. 

Also being constructed is a 
new exterior wall for a small 
addition to the rear of the small 
store between NationsBank and 
the Greenbelt Carry Out which 
was constructed earlier this 
year in order to provide a bath¬ 
room for the store. The addition, 
which had not been approved by 
the city, was originally finished 
in vinyl siding. It will now be 
painted brick consistent with the 
appearance of the remainder of 
the building.

Pedestrian 
Safety Not Issue 

It is with dismay that I see the 
News Review has. decided to 
take sides on an issue on which 
it has not done any sort of back¬ 
ground study, speed humps on 
Northway. In your editorial of 
March 12, you state that a speed 
hump is an additional road haz¬ 
ard and that such an additional 
road hazard is not necessary . . . 
when the real need for the street 
is sidewalks where children and 
other pedestrians can walk and 
play safely- You are so wrong! 

You do not consider that the 
residents of Northway and 
Woodland Way have consistent¬ 
ly insisted that the City of 
Greenbelt complete the interior 
walkway system. The walkways 
are there and the sites are ready 
to be paved, but the City under 
the previous city manager avoid¬ 
ed the issue. 

The present issue is not one 
of pedestrian safety. It is an 
issue of automobiles hitting auto¬ 
mobiles, In the past 20 years, I 
have had four of my cars hit 
while parked in front of my 
house. The drivers of the moving 
vehicles were people who do not 
live in Woodland Hills- 

No pedestrian has ever been 
involved in an accident on North¬ 
way. Very few pedestrians use 
Northway, since the majority 
use the walk through Northway- 
Lakewood Valley Stream Park 
to access the north end of the 
city or Lakewood or Crescent 
Road. More people would use 
the inner walkway if the city 
would open up the assigned 
rights-of-way from the road to 
the inner walkway. 

Children should not be play¬ 
ing in the streets and the streets 
should not become a desirable 
place for children to play. In the 
past the city has built play¬ 
grounds and ball fields in the 
nearby Northway-Lakewood Val¬ 
ley Stream Park. And that is 
where children do play. You, as 
a recorder of Greenbelt values, 
should not forget that the inner

walkway system associated with 
the inner playground system is 
something that we want to ex¬ 
pand within the city. But your 
editorial foregoes that value 
judgment. In the past there was 
a consistent policy by the city’s 
administration to limit the de¬ 
velopment of interior pedestrian 
and recreational activity sites. 
The source of that policy is now 
part of your Board of Directors, 
and the policy is reflected in 
your editorial. 

In the past two accidents that 
occurred on Northway, the park¬ 
ed cars were pushed up over 
the curb. If there were a side¬ 
walk, the likelihood of a pedes¬ 
trian getting hurt would be in¬ 
creased. Again all pedestrians 
should be encouraged to use the 
interior walkways which are lo¬ 
cated far away from the streets. 

The response time for emer¬ 
gency vehicles to arrive at a 
scene is a false issue or smoke¬ 
screen brought forth by oppon¬ 
ents to speed humps. Since one 
speed hump is needed, emergen¬ 
cy vehicles could reach all parts 
of Northway by entering below 
the hump or above the hump 
depending on where they are 
supposed to go. Only if the emer¬ 
gency vehicle is using Northway 
as a through road would it be 
slowed down. But I would think 
that the fire and rescue vehicles 
would use Hillside and the police 
would use Lastner Lane or 
Greenhill if they wished to ac¬ 
cess the north end of the city. 

If you are going to take a 
stand on an issue, then make 
certain that you understand the 
whole issue and not just an 
aspect of “ the problem. In other 
words, do your homework!!!

Alternatives 

How wonderful that we are 
contemplating speed humps on 
Northway! Just exactly what we 
need. Surely speed bumps on a 
public road are long overdue- But 
let’s not discriminate. Why does 
Northway merit special consid¬ 
eration ? 

Speeding is a problem through¬ 
out Greenbelt, not just on North¬ 
way, so why not install speed 
bumps/humps/lumps on all the 
streets in Greenbelt? I watch 
with awe and amazement from 
my court on Ridge Road as peo¬ 
ple regularly break the sound 
barrier past my house. I fre¬ 
quently see motorists run stop 
signs, not only on Ridge, but 
on Hillside, Eastway, Garden¬ 
way, Southway. They do this with 
impunity because (I am told) 
all the police officers are watch¬ 
ing for violators on Northway. 

But wait! I read that while 
Northway residents say that 
speeding is a problem, they have 
decided that they don't want to 
install sidewalks, and undoubted¬ 
ly this is a clever decision: side¬ 
walks would only promote safe¬ 
ty, not inhibit speeding. So let 
us consider alternatives. 

Is the solution to eliminate 
motor vehicle traffic on North¬ 
way? Perhaps the residents could 
arrange to buy the road. It would 
then be their private property 
and they could do with it what¬ 
ever they wished. They could in¬ 


stall gates at each end and issue 
passcards or hire guards to ad¬ 
mit residents only. 

Or how about this: Machines 
could be installed at each end 
of Northway; those using the 
street would be required to clock 
in when entering and leaving. 
Motorists reaching the other end 
too quickly would automatically 
receive a ticket in the mail or 
optionally, be blown away by an 
automatic cannon or land mine. 
Maybe they should just dig up 
Northway, converting it to a dirt 
path, accessible to foot traffic 
only. 

As I sit in my favorite chair 
and peruse the weekly News Re¬ 
view police report column, full 
of incidents of robberies, mug¬ 
gings, purse snatchings, assaults, 
car thefts, breakings and enter¬ 
ings, and drug dealings, I am 
comforted to read that our police 
are out in force to protect us 
from 26- and 27-mile-an-hour 
speeders on Northway.

My goodness, do I dare to 
fess-up that not only do I live 
in Woodland Hills, but, worse 
yet, on Northway?

Our chil¬ 
dren were certainly not allowed 
to play on the street, neither 
could they use it for walking. 
They got around by using that 
unique Greenbelt institution: the 
Inner Walk Way System- People 
seem to have forgotten about 
that. Not even the News Review 
mentioned it in its editorial. 

The residents of Woodland 
Hills are aware of it: they asked 
Council to improve the existing 
system. Some suggestions were 
made, like lengthening the path 
to reach Hillside, and clearing 
and marking access roads- Not 
expensive propositions. City staff 
did look into this matter, there 
was some discussion with Wood¬ 
land Hills but then the action 
died down. I wish it would be 
revived. 

As to the sidewalks, let me 
quote from the May 29, 1990, 
letter from City Manager James 
K. Giese to Mark J. Davis, Pres¬ 
ident of Woodland Hills Com¬ 
munity Association, . . Wood¬ 
land Hills was constructed under 
standards that did not plan or 
provide for sidewalks. The 
streets were not properly graded 
for sidewalks. To install side¬ 
walks at this time would cause 
considerable disruption to the 
front yards of a number of 
homes along the two streets in 
Woodland Hills, and the cost of 
construction would be consider¬

I have resisted weighing in 
on the speed bump debate, since 
I don’t often drive on Northway, 
but Keith Jahoda’s letter sug¬ 
gesting speed bumps on Ridge 
(where I drive or bicycle regu¬ 
larly) compels me to respond. 

Most likely Mr- Jahoda has 
never lived on a street with 
speed bumps, or he would not be 
wishing them anywhere near his 
house. I moved here from Ta- 
koma Park, known far and wide 
as “the Speed Bump Capital of 
the Western World.” I lived on 
a street with speed bumps, in a 
house with a bump directly in 
front of it. 

I can assure you that encoun¬ 
tering speed bumps while driv¬ 
ing is bad enough—earlier de¬ 
scriptions of the damage to po¬ 
lice and other vehicles and 
the slam-on-brakes-then-rapidly- 
accelerate syndrome are quite 
accurate. But imagine having 
your days and nights constantly 
punctuated by the noises of this 
sudden braking and then the 
shifting, reaccelera£ng, occa¬ 
sional backfiring, etc., etc. The 
bump also made parallel park¬ 
ing in front of our house very 
challenging. And as a bicyclist, 
I have great concerns about the 
dangers that speed bumps de¬ 
signed for motor vehicles pose 
to those riding bicycles, with 
their shorter wheelbases. 

For our politicians, a quick 
bit of math: Sam Abbott, for 
many years the colorful mayor 
of Takoma Park, was a great fan 
of speed bumps. When he was 
finally turned out of office by 
Steve DelGiudice, it was by two 
votes. In my household that elec¬ 
tion day were three voters- . . . 

It’s ridiculous that Northway, 
in the heart of Greenbelt with 
its founding principle of inner 
walkways, does not have side¬ 
walks, That’s where our tax 
money belongs, not on speed 
traps or speed bumps.

Mosit homes probably contain 
household hazardous waste which 
if improperly disposed of may 
harm groundwater, wildlife and 
sanitation workers. Household 
hazardous waste includes unused 
and unwanted motor oil, pesti¬ 
cides, photographic materials, 
household cleaners and oil-based 
paints. 

The Household Hazardous 
Waste information line at 95- 
CLEAN (301/952-5326), is the 
first part of the Prince Georges 
County Department of Environ¬ 
mental Resources’ (DER) House¬ 
hold Hazardous Waste Public in¬ 
formation program. Available 24 
hours a day, 95-CLEiAN provides 
information on identifying house¬ 
hold hazardous waste and the 
location and date of the County’s 
next Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day event. 

The fir it itep in dealing with 
household hazardous waste should 
be identification. Any material 
labeled combustible, flammable or 
poisonous should be considered 
hazardous. The Department of 
Environmental Resources’ (DER) 
public information campaign en¬ 
courages the identification of tox¬ 
ic products in the home, the sub¬ 
stitution of less toxic products 
when available, wise buying prac¬ 
tices and recycling materials 
when possible. 

Three times a year in various 
locations throughout Prince Ge¬ 
orges County, the Household 
Hazardous Waste Collection pro¬ 
gram provides an opportunity for 
Prince Georges County residents 
to properly dispose of unwanted 
or unused household hazardous 
materials. The next event will be 
held on Sunday, March 22, Sur- 
rattsville High School, 6101 Gar¬ 
den Drive, Clinton, MiD.

there is already some action is 
code enforcement. At the Febru¬ 
ary 24 meeting, Hobbs presented 
council with a staff proposal for 
a code enforcement program pre¬ 
pared by Wilson. It calls for 
adopting a housing / livability 
code, licensing of all rental units, 
a city building permit system 
and creation of a parking en¬ 
forcement unit within the police 
department. Council will review 
the proposal in work session. 

Other issues for consideration 
include revitalization of Beltway 
Plaza and Roosevelt Center, ac¬ 
quisition of development agree¬ 
ments for all properties in 
Greenbelt, developing focus areas 
and promoting the burial of 
utility lines for existing devel¬ 
oped areas. Wilson is to prepare 
this action plan, too. 

A Tie for Sixth Priority 

The public works facility and 
general city administration tied 
in the council process for es¬ 
tablishing priorities, which led to 
the list of 10 top priorities being 
actually 11. The facility issue 
is to deal with upgrading the 
overcrowded department head¬ 
quarters located near “Buddy” 
Attick Park and whether or not 
to build a new facility at a new 
location, and providing a horti¬ 
cultural nursery. 

Under general administrative 
issues are included a ball field 
maintenance program, more cost- 
effective rubbish collection, re¬ 
duction of vehicle maintenance 
overtime costs, improving the re¬ 
cycling program, developing a 
strategic plan for infrastructure 
repair and rehabilitation, devel¬ 
oping a Human Resoruces De¬ 
partment, employee training and 
development and effective equal 
employment opportunities. The 
newly appointed Director of Pub¬ 
lic Works Carl Hirsch and Dep¬ 
uty City Manager Michael P. 
McLaughlin have been assigned 
joint responsibility for the de¬ 
velopment of an action plan. 

Special City Projects 

Lakewood storm drainage im¬ 


provements, the rehabilitation of 
Center School as a community 
center, secure pedestrian cross¬ 
ings at various locations and a 
woman's locker room and show¬ 
er at the Youth Center were 
identified 1 as special projects to 
be accomplished by the city. Wil¬ 
son, Irving and McLaughlin are 
to prepare the draft action plan. 

Comprehensive Environmental 
Policy 

Hirsch and Wilson are assign¬ 
ed to plan for this goal, which 
is to develop a comprehensive 
city environmental policy and 
improve the city's recycling pro¬ 
gram. 

Family Life Program 
Greenbelt OARES Director, 
Carol L- Leventhal, has been as¬ 
signed the goal of developing 
family life program. Other is¬ 
sues are to obtain additional 
funding for CARES and estab¬ 
lish field crisis intervention 
counseling. 

Unify City 

The tenth (or eleventh) goal 
in council's list is to unify the 
city both physically and in spirit. 
The action plan, to be prepared 
by Public Information and Com¬ 
munications Coordinator Bever¬ 
ly Palau and Administrative As¬ 
sistant Eric Berlin, will deal 
with such issues as showcasing 
Greenbelt as one of the most 
livable cities, improving relations 
with the business community, in¬ 
spiring public confidence in city 
government, continuing .he old 
Greenbelt/new Greenbelt study 
planning, establishing city sub¬ 
facilities in other sectors of 
town, and developing a compre¬ 
hensive public relations program 
for the city and council 
At a future date, Weidenfeld 
expects that council will get back 
together with the city manager 
and a few staff members to 
refine the issues further. “Some 
issues attached to the goals are 
not as significant as others,” ne 
noted. The list of goals has also 
been referred to the city's ad¬ 
visory boards for their input.

library books, the state $12.28 
per pupil, and Montgomery 
county $32-00; Baltimore city 
with $1-75 is the only county that 
spends less than Prince Georges. 

Today 

Dunn said we need the tech¬ 
nology of tomorrow in the class¬ 
rooms today. “We need to elect 
school hoard members account¬ 
able to us,” he added. He did 
not think citizens knew the coun¬ 
ty school system was last in so 
many critical areas. 

Questions 

Moderator Barry Schlesinger 
opened the floor to questions 
with a limit of two minutes per 
speaker. 

Eli Crupain agreed that edu¬ 
cation was a top priority even 
though he has no children, but 
asked that it not be funded on 
the backs of homeowners. Instead 
cut waste, he suggested, find 
other ways, tax those who can 
pay, perhaps have a tobacco/ 
liquor tax. He suggested raising 
the tax on gasoline to induce 
people to use mass transporta¬ 
tion.

She suggested that 
instead of new taxes, people take 
a look at the way money is now 
used- The lottery had been for 
schools, she said; now it is used 
for a stadium. Lottery money 
now goes into a general fund 
with some of it going back to 


schools. Maryland is the fourth 
highest taxed state in the na¬ 
tion, she claimed. 

Dunn replied that Marylanders 
paid more taxes because Mary¬ 
land is not a poor community. 
The key to attracting business 
and families, he repeated, is a 
world class educational system. 
“This is good for business. It is 
necessary that all graduates can 
read and write.” 

No “Sin” Tax 

Robinson responded by stating 
that “we can't continue to pay 
escalating taxes.” She is against 
the “sin” tax (tobacco/liquor) 
and urged for a look at tax re¬ 
vision; not more taxes. 

Quality of Life 

According to Dunn it boils 
down to what quality of life we 
are willing to pay for. What 
do we expect from elected offi¬ 
cials? “We are going to have 
to pay if we want services,” he 
stated. “We don't want to go back 
to 20 years ago.” A large per¬ 
centage of young black males 
leaving middle school for high 
school have a 2.38 average. “Are 
we getting what we paid for?” 
he asked. 

Jerry Dancis said “We need 
a considerably better school sys¬ 
tem and we need to pay for it.” 
He said there was a need to 
reverse the process of 600,000 
school dropouts, each year. “Are 
we getting our money's worth?” 
he. too, asked. 


Much Cheaper 

Dunn replied that it is necessary 
to look at the school system, 
find out what needs to be done 
and do it. He noted the fact that 
taxpayers pay heavily for every 
homicide, trauma center, etc. It 
is so much cheaper, he said, to 
spend the money on education. 

Robinson stated that county 
officials and administrators 
should have job descriptions. 
She mentioned as waste in the 
school system five different com¬ 
puter systems. She said an audit 
was necessary before any decis¬ 
ion about taxes is made. 

Dunn reiterated that Maryland 
has grown, the per capita income 
jumped. People need to get in¬ 
volved. ERHS was named one 
of the top 200 schools in the 
nation in 1091. Now class sizes 
are 40 to 45 students. Now not 
just scholarship is lacking but 
things like paper. “We need to 
find out why it's like that, 
what to do to regain its former 
status,” he added. 

Robinson replied with the fact 
that De Matha is now the lead¬ 
ing high school in the county, 
but the county spends more per 
pupil with less results. 

Dunn replied that that was an 
unfair comparison. De Matha 
doesn't have all the languages, 
range of sports and student mix, 
which runs from the brightest 
to the struggling, he said. 

Do an audit first, he said, 
know where the money is being 
spent. 

Konrad Herling asked if there 
was not a tax increase, would 


the elimination of waste be 
enough ? 

Robinson felt the county gov¬ 
ernment could balance the budget 
if frills were cut enough. Dunn 
was not sure that would be 
enough. 

Eunice Coxon, saying it was a 
disgrace not to have books and 
supplies, suggested cutting 
everywhere else. 

A member of the University 
Park Republican Woman's Club 
suggested sharing talents. It is 
not necessary to pour money into 
the schools, asking people to pay 
more money for what's not 
working. She told of how her 
group picked a school and be¬ 
came involved with it, helping 
children to read. 

In closing Robinson admonish¬ 
ed that pouring money into the 
school system doesn't necessarily 
improve things. If politicians 
don't perform, throw them out 

Dunn said the aim should be 
to have a world class school 
system and provide every young 
person in it a quality education. 
We are very fortunate, he added, 
to have a top notch person, Su¬ 
zanne Plogman of Greenbelt, 
heading the school board.

Through the Garden Gate 

by Joanne Volk 

The National Arboretum is 
only about 20 minutes from 
Greenbelt. A sunny day in March 
is a good time to visit. March 
is late enough to see early 
blooms and early enough to beat 
the azalea rush. 

Stop at the headquarters 
building at the “R” Street gate 
and get a map. Drive over to 
the Asian Valley area. You will 
drive past deciduous holly trees 
loaded with bright red berries 
and magnolias with fat flower 
buds. The star magnolia (mag¬ 
nolia stellata) is already bloom¬ 
ing. There is a small parking 
area to leave your car while you 
walk around. You can see the 
Anacostia River from this high 
point. 

You will see pieris japonica 
in bloom and the yellow blossoms 
of the shrub lindera obtusiloba. 
The witch hazels are blooming 
also with yellow or yellow-green 
flowers. This is a good time to 
discover other broad-leaved ever¬ 
green trees besides Southern 
magnolias and American hollies. 

An exciting discovery at the 
Arboretum is a rare Japanese 
blue oak, It is beautiful, with 
glossy evergreen leaves. Two 20' 
high Korean dogwood (Cornus 
kousa “Angustata”) were still 
covered with wine-green leaves. 

This was a mild winter. Early 
spring, before many leaves come 
out, is a good time to notice un¬ 
usual bark. Two varieties with 
beautiful bark, resembling a 
small-scale camouflage pattern, 
are another Korean dogwood 
(cornus kousa “chinensis”) and 
the Persian parrotia tree, in the 
witch hazel family. 

The hellebores or Christmas 
roses weTe as lovely as those 
in my neighbor Pat's garden and 
the gorgeous flowers on the 
camellia bushes told me that 
spring is here! 


Junk Paper Can Be 
Recycled at Landfill 

Until recently, the Prince 
Georges County Household Haz¬ 
ardous Waste Day was the time 
to recycle all kinds of mixed 
paper. Now, the county has re¬ 
stricted this collection day to 
only household hazardous waste.

There is an alternative and it 
is an improvement over the pre¬ 
vious system. Old magazines, 
junk mail, and other mixed pa¬ 
pers can now be taken directly 
to Sandy Hill landfill. No wait¬ 
ing and no fees for Prince Geor¬ 
ges County residents. 

To get to Sandy Hill drive 
east on Greenbelt Road and turn 
left on Lanham-Severn Road, 
continue through the town of 
Bowie, turn left at Rt* 197, then 
at the top of a small hill marked 
by a flashing yellow light, turn 
left and head toward the large 
“dumpster-like” receptacle.

The Greenbelt Librpry was hit 
by thieves twice in the past 
month. On February 12 a Mac¬ 
intosh computer, printer and two 
disk drives disappeared from the 
library. On March 14 cash was 
removed from various drawers 
and the cash box was torn off 
the copy machine, damaging it. 

The Macintosh had been re¬ 
served for use on February 12, 
by a person who left a false 
ID card at the desk when using 
the computer. According to Mary 
Bower, branch manager, no one 
on the library staff saw the 
computer being carried out of 
the small computer room in the 
center of the library. 

“The loss of the Macintosh is 
devastating for the library,” 
Bower told the News Review. “It 
was in constant use.” 

The second incident was dis¬ 
covered at 8:30 a-m. on Satur¬ 
day, March 14 when library staff 
opened the building. An undis¬ 
closed amount of cash was taken 
from the circulation desk — 
money from fines and fees for 
videos ahd from the Friends of 
the Greenbelt Library’s (FOGL) 
Novel Endings bookstore. The 
thief or thieves also ransacked 
the office desks looking for 
cash, said Bower. 

The FOGL funds, more than 
$70, represent the sale of close 
to 300 books and many, many 
hours of work by volunteers, 
said FOGL member Eileen Pe¬ 
terson. She hopes Greenbelters 
will respond by donating lots of 
“good books in good condition 
to sell in the bookstore.” 

Greenbelt police have not de¬ 
termined a method of entry for 
the second theft, nor are there 
any suspects in either incident, 
according to police spokesperson 
Pfc. George Mathews.
